Washington, 
April 6.—Secretary 


Daniels' order barring the use of anv 
liquors in the navy, effective after 
July 1 next, was generally discussed 
in naval and other circles here today. 
The order, one* of the nlost sweeping 
promulgated by the naval 
depart- 


ment, hot only abolishes the tra- 
ditional "wine mess" of the officers, 
but will bar all 
alcoholic 
liquors 


from every ship and shore station of 
the navy. 


Surgeon General Braisted recom- 


mended it after an exhaustive in- 
vestigation into the problem. 


While declining to discuss for pub- 


lication the effect of the order*, naval 
officers privately expressed the be- 
lief that it may fail of its purpose- 
to prevent* or decrease drunkenness 
within the navy. 


In effect, the order does no more 


than abolish the wine mess. No dis- 
tilled spirits are sold in the wins 
me*—only wines and beer. 
Officers 


contend it is absurd to suppose that 
inert ever become drunkards on beer 
or champagne.' 
They express the 


opinion that the order will trespass 
their personal liberty and 
prevent 


their affording visitors from foreign 
navies.the wines which they are ac- 
customed to on their own vessels. 


The 01 der was hailed with joy here 


today by the prohibition forces, who 
declared it will have a great influ- 
ence" on the furtherance of the tem- 
perance cause. 


When asked today to comment on 


the order, President Wilson said it 
was strictly a department matter. It 
is understood that the President was 
not consulted by Mr. Daniels before he 
Issued the order and no one professes 
to know whether it has the Presi- 
dent's approval.

The flood stage in 1913 was 54.8; the 
levees on the Ohio river front were 
less than fifty-fiVe feet and the days 
of peril when only constant watching

vividly remembered.

• Shawneetown and Mound City where

tributed through one firm at Pitts- 
burgh. This does not mean that all 
their produce goes to Pittsburgh, but 
is handled this way. The secretary of 
the association notifies the firm that 
one, two and as sometimes happens, 
15 cars are loaded. The Pittsburgh 
firm has its finger on the market 
pulse of the country and wires back 
"send one car load to Columbus, two 
to Cleveland, or maybe all to Pitts- 
burgh," wherever the market needs 
the stuff. 'In the old way all might be 
sent to one place, glutting the market 
ard much of the produce would go to 
t> Q dump while other markets were 
ei tirely bare.

Farmers in Ohio are making a 


thorough study of their business. 
This is shown by the fact that they 
will hold meetings lasting an entire 
week and devoted entirely to learning 
more about the principle* underlying 
better 1 arming. The farmers' wives 
go along tc'o and study home-making. 
During the past winter more 
than 


6.0(X) farm men and women attended 
these "Extension Schools" as they are 
called, both morning and afternoon 
for five days. They were held in 43 
counties. The teachers were members 
of the faculty of the Ohio State t'ni- 
versity. since this, number of men 
and women, who are heads of fami- 
lies and responsible members of their 
respective communities, could not 
come to the University for even a 
week, the University went to them. 
The salaries and traveling expenses 
of the instructors were paid by the 
tni\ersity, but their hotel bills and 
the hall rent were paid by the iwojile 
who attended the school. In order to 
raise this money the men paid a dol- 
lar tuition for the 
week and

women paid .V> cents. In most places 
the attendance waa so large that a 
part of the money paid In was re- 
turned to th«> ticket holders.

Asked for an explanation. Pastor 


Russell declared that the Photo-Drama 
of Creation merely presents the Gos- 
pel of the Bible, which ought always 
to be free. He said he has no objec- 
tion to other people taking up collec- 
tions, but has found no authority in 
the Bible for doing so himself. 
^ 


The Photo-Drama of Creation, be 


said, is financed by Christians who by 
it desire to re-establish faith in God 
and in the Bible as a Divine revelation 


Pastor Russell's address was in the 


forenoon. The Drama was presented 
afternoon and evening and is to con- 
tinue for some time. The text of the 
Pastor's discourse was: 


"Christ our Passover is slain for us; 


therefore let us keep the feast." 
(1 


Corinthians 5:7, 8.) He said: 


For thirty-five centuries God's holiest 


people, Jewish and Christian, have 
with more or less directness, and more 
or less understanding, celebrated the 
Passover. But while many have rec- 
ognized the form, few have looked 
deeper—into its real import 
Those 


who see the real meaning of the Pass- 
over have great cause for gratitude to 
warft God and for confidence in the 
Bible, "tbe Word of God, which Hvetli 
and abideth forever." 
To understand 


the Passover means to understand the 
Plan of God in respect to humanity. 


St. Paul reminds as that God's first 


Intimations respecting His glorious 
purposes of mercy toward our race 
were given to, Abraham. After God 
had tested his faith and obedience, He 
called Abraham His friend, and reveal- 
ed to him in part things to come. Tbe 
essence of tbe Divine Message of Peace 
was. "I will bless all the families of 
the earth through thy Seed"—thy pos- 
terity. 
(Galatians 3.8.) This. God's 


sure Word of Promise, was afterward 
confirmed with an Oath, because the 
time would be long, and therefore it 


Pharaoh's heart, until the final, the 
tenth plague. By this plague all the 
first-born of Egypt died in one night; 
while tbe first-born of tbe Israelites 
living lu Egypt escaped because passed 
over. 
Tbe Passover, therefore, me- 


morializes the favored of God. 


j 
Tbe flrst-born of Israel were subse- 


quently exchanged for the' tribe of 


j Lev!, which thereafter was counted 


especially the Lord's—some of the Le- 
vites serving as priests, sacrificing at 
His altar, and some of them doing an 
Inferior service—assisting the priests in 
the work of Instructing and blessing 
all tbe other tribes. Moses and Aaron 
were members of this priestly tribe, all 
of whom became leaders of God's 
chosen people in their subsequent ex- 
periences, particularly In their cross- 
ing of tbe Bed Sea and, later, in cross- 
Ing the Jordan—both typical events. 


Tbe Pastor explained that before the 


first-borns of Israel could be passed 
over, a certain sacrifice was necessary, 
according to the Divine arrangement. 
A lamb without blemish was sacri- 
ficially killed, and its blood used to 
sprinkle tbe door-posts and lintels of 
all tbe dwellings of tbe Israelites. 
Each family or group repeated tbe 
same picture, sprinkling tbe blood of 
the lamb upon the door-posts and lin- 
tels, roasting tbe flesh; and later eat- 
ing it with herbs and unleavened 
bread—ready for departure from Egypt 
for the land of Canaan. As the morn- 
Ing broke, the journey oat of Egypt 
began. Later, all tbe host crossed tbe 
Red Son. the'waters of which return 
Ing engulfed tbe Egyptians, who had 
started in pursuit of them. 


The Antitypical Paa*ovor. 


The meaning of all this to the Chris- 


tian is that God has promised jflefiver- 
aiiee from the power of Satan and tho 
slavery of siu to all who are truly His 
people. 
These were under bondage 


when God sent forth His Son, Jesus, 
to be their nntitypical Lamb—to die. 
"the Just for the unjust." and thus to 
give His flesh for the life of tbe world. 
As a result of that redemptive work, 
the Father highly exalted Him to the 
spirit plane, where He was before He 
was made flesh. Indeed. His resurrec- 
tion was to a still higher nurture—tbe 
Divine, far above men, augels. princi- 
palities, powers, etc. 


The blood represents the life, as the 


Bible tells. Tbe blood of the passover 
Iamb thus typically represents the life 
which Jesus gave. The sprinkling of 
the blood upon tbe door-posts and lin- 
tels represents the part which must 
be experienced by all who belong to 
the Household of Faith. All such" must 
trust, not in works of their own for 
justification before God, but in the 
work, the sacrifice, of Christ, who died 
for us, "the Just for the unjust" Not 
only must we exercise faith in the 
sense of entering into tbe Household 
of Faith, but additionally we must be 
of those who partake of the Lamb, 
who appropriate the merit of Christ's 
sacrifice by faith. All such are count- 


«d IIH being partaken* of Climt'n lioll 
ness, and uro sharers with Him lu the 
Bufferings of this present time, and 
prospective!? His Joint-heirs In Hi* 
Kingdom to come. 


Thus, said tbe Pastor, has Israel's 


Passover found its antitype through- 
out this Gospel Age. From tbe time 
that Jesus died, us tho Lamb of God 
to take away tbe sin of tbe world, to 
the present time, there has been u 
feast spread for those who are able to 
appreciate it. There but* been a cov- 
ering with the merit of His sacrifice 
for those who hud faith to accept it. 
All 8Ucu are counted members of 
the "Cliurch of the First-borns." whose 
names are "written in Heaven." (He- 
brews 12:23,) This Church is not yet 
completed. Thank God! we may still 
sprinkle the blood of the Lamb upon 
the door-posts of our hearts, may4 
still have imputed to us His precious 
merit, and still have tbe privilege of 
becoming members of the Church of 
the First-borns. 


But the Morning Is near at band. 


The First-borns will soon be recognized 
of God. They will be "changed in a 
moment, in the twinkling of an eye." 
By resurrection power they will be 
made like unto tbeir glorious Redeem- 
er. They will begin their great work 
as the Boyal Priesthood. 
Under the 


leadership 'of tbe great Prophet, Priest 
and King—Jesus—these under-priests, 
under-kiugs, under-prophets, will labor 
with'Him in-His great Messianic King- 
dom work. These with the Redeemer 
will constitute the Spiritual Seed of 
Abraham, through whom God's bless- 
ing is to coine to Natural Israel, aud 
ultimately to every nation, people, kin- 
dred and tongue. 
,- 


The great work of deliverance will 


require a thousand years—the period of 
Messiah's Reigo. This deliverance is 
pictured by the passing through the 
Red Sea. God's mighty hand will be 
exercised on behalf of all who are 
truly His, during the thousand years. 
They will escape from the power of 
Satan and bis hosts of sin, who will be 
restrained for a time. In the destruc- 
tion of Pharaoh's hosts in the Red Sea, 
we find a pictorial prophecy of the de- 
struction of Satan and all who are his 
—all who' love sin and hate righteous- 
ness, all who war against God and His 
righteous arrangements. 


Two Abraham ic Seed*. 


First the natural, afterward the spir- 


itual, is God's order, the Apostle tells 
us. (1 Corinthians 15:46.) In one sense 
of the word, the entire posterity of 
Jacob were the heirs of God's Promise 
to Abraham. Tlie first privilege was 
guaranteed to them under the Law 
Covenant. But as God foresaw, the 
Jews were unable to keep that Law 
Covenant because, like the remainder 
of humanity, they are all imperfect, all 
sinners, and because God's Law Js per-. 
feet—the measure of a perfect man's 
obedience and £»bility. But they were 
profited by tbeir endeavors to keep the 
Law, and glorious characters were de- 
veloped amongst them—Moses, David, 
the Prophets, and many of lesser prom- 
inence, who. as St. Paul declares, man- 
ifested their faith and obedience even 
unto death.—Hebrews 11:38-40. 


These Ancient Worthies endured not 


in vain. They have the promise of a 
better resurrection than the remainder 
of tbeir nation and tbe world. Theirs 
is to be a resurrection to human per- 
fection. 
They are to* constitute the 


nucleus of the earthly phase of Mes- 


aeaia—iixi comph-iciy resurrected out 
of dcatn-e*<»Pt l>> the payment of a 
Hansom-price—tbe payment of his pea* 
alty. 
No member of the race could 


pay tu« penalty because every member 
was under that penalty himself. Hence 
God's compassion manifested itself in 
providing the Bedeetuoi—a Ransomer, 
One capable of. •atlhfjlng the claims 
of Justice and thus legally setting 
Adam and all of his race free from 
the death penalty—the curse. 


But while the Lamb of God was to 


take away the sin of the whole world 
and give al» in opportunity for Resti- 
tution, He will not l»o the Passover 
Lamb for the world. Jesus is our Pass- 
over—the Church's Passover Lamb. 
This shows the difference between the 
deliverance, of the Church during this 
Age, and the future delh erauce of the 
world daring the Millennium. 
The 


Church la delivered or passed over by 
faith—through the imputation of the 
merit of the Redeemer. The Church 
class may, therefore, even now speak 
of sins forgiven and of having passed 
from deatb unto life—but not so the 
world. Indeed, the taking away of the 
sins of the world in the next Age will 
be on a totally different basis. 
The 


merit of the Redeemer will not be im- 
puted to mankind. The world will not 
be Justified by faith. The taking away 
of their sins will be actual, and their 
justification will be actual. 


Special Privilogoa of the Fir*t-born. 
The Church of the First-born has 


special privileges and blessings, as well 
as special trials. In tbe Passover type, 
the lives of the first-born were in jeop- 
ardy, while the lives of others of Is- 
rael were in no danger. This signifies 
in the antitype that the Church of the 
First-born will be liable to death at a 
time when the remainder of the world 
will not be thus liable. The reason for 
this is clear, in tbe light of other Scrip- 
tures, as we stall see. 


The call of the Gospel Age the Apos- 


tle styles a "high calling," a Heavenly 
calling, because the Church is not un- 
der a law. Rather, a Heavenly reward 
is held up before the minds of some, 
and they are invited to enter into a 
Covenant with God, to follow such a 
course of life in the present time as 
will eventually bring them to the glo- 
rious prize set before them in-tbe invi- 
tation. That prize is sometimes styled 
the Kingdom, and sometimes the Di- 
vine nature—and it includes both. 


But If the'reward is so great that 


Jesus called It the "pearl of great 
price," and St Paul declared that he 
counted all other things as loss and 
dross in comparison, we should not be 
surprised to find the conditions, or 
terms, for obtaining it very stringent 
Notice the stringency of the call: 
"Gather together My saints unto Me," 
salth the Lord, "those who have made 
a Covenant with Me by sacrifice." 
(Psalm 50:5.) 
Agiiin, notice Jesus' 


words, "If any man will be My dis-

If this percentage 
holds good over- the entire country 
there are 13,000,000 children of a 
school age that an? afflicted with func- 
tional and organic diseases, and less 
than two and a half minions of these 
are free from hereditary alcohol taint. 
A nation half diseased and half well 
cannot live, but here we ehow three- 
fifths of the rising generation mentally 
and physically diseased.—Dr. U Alex-
